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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  FITZWILLIAM 
DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

From  Feb.  1st.  1935  to  Feb.  1st,  1936 


Total  visits  to  homes,  1,805.  These  visits  are  divided  into 
the  following  classes:  Obstetric,  24;  Antepartum,  18;  Postpar- 
tum, 85 ;  New  born,  85 ;  Schools,  97 ;  Other  Nursing  visits,  243 ; 
Infant  welfare,  102;  Pre  School,  247;  School  Children,  317; 
Adult,  214,  Social  Service.  255. 

At  the  time  of  the  annual  school  physical  examination  in 
the  autumn  of  1935.  there  were  127  children  enrolled.  The  ex- 
amination was  made  by  Dr.  Emerson,  assisted  by  the  District 
Nurse.  The  following  defects  found  among  the  children  includ- 
ed— Tonsils  and  adenoids,  28 ;  Defective  vision,  16 ;  Enlarged 
glands,  6;  Underweight.  16;  Asthma,  2;  Thyroid,  1;  Anaemia, 
2 ;  Poor  Posture,  7 ;  Defective  teeth,  74.  All  have  been  vaccin- 
ated. The  following  corrections  have  been  made.  Removal  of 
tonsils  and  adenoids  at  a  clinic  at  the  Keene  Hospital,  9 ;  Under- 
weight, 7 ;  Fitted  w^ith  glasses,  6.  There  has  been  no  serious 
epidemic  among  the  school  children  this  year. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Town  Fair  Association,  we 
were  able  to  conduct  an  extensive  Dental  Clinic.  Dr.  Perry 
Fitch  of  Keene  examined  the  teeth  of  the  school  children,  and 
a  chart  was  made  of  the  work  necessary  for  each  child.  The 
children  Vv^ere  transported  in  groups  to  the  offices  of  Dr.  Conboy 
and  Dr.  Fitch  in  Keene,  N.  H.,  where  special  arrangements  were 
made  for  each  child  to  have  all  necessary  work  done.  This  in- 
cluded extractions,  fillings  and  cleaning.  The  expense  to  each 
child  was  $1.00,  all  in  excess  of  that  amount  was  taken  care  of 
by  the  fund  received  from  the  Town  Fair  Association.  The  ex- 
pense of  the  work  per  child  at  the  usual  dental  prices  were 
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from  $2  to  $36.  If  this  work  could  be  continued  each  year,  the 
work  and  expense  would  necessarily  be  much  less.  Care  was 
taken  not  to  interfere  with  any  families  taking  their  children 
to  their  own  private  dentist. 

Three  Toxoid  Clinics,  three  baby  and  three  preschool 
clinics,  also  for  the  purpose  of  vaccination  have  been  held  dur- 
ing the  past  year ;  one  at  the  State  Line  schoolhouse.  one  at  the 
Columbian  schoolhouse,  and  one  in  the  primary  schoolroom  at 
the  Village.  Dr.  Emerson  gives  his  services  for  these  clinics, 
also  furnished  the  toxoid  serum  and  the  vaccine,  gratis.  The 
clinics  were  well  attended,  and  it  is  hoped  EVERY  mother  will 
avail  herself  of  this  opportunity  for  a  physical  examination  for 
her  children.  In  so  doing,  the  preschool  child  should  enter 
school  physically  fit,  and  the  baby  have  competent  medical 
guidance. 

Several  complete  layettes  have  been  made  and  given  by 
Miss  Butland,  one  of  our  summer  residents,  also  Mrs.  McQues- 
tion  of  State  Line.  These  have  been  given  to  babies  when  re- 
quired, and  have  greatly  benefitted  the  mother,  as  well  as  of 
convenience  to  the  nurse.  All  garments  given  the  nurse  have 
been  distributed  to  persons  who  could  make  use  of  them 
through  the  Nursing  Association. 

It  is  through  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  towns- 
people, summer  residents  and  friends  of  the  Nursing  Associa- 
tion that  this  work  has  been  accomplished.  I  wish  to  thank  each 
and  everyone  who  has  given  of  time  and  money  that  this  im- 
portant phase  of  work  might  be  carried  on,  that  of  caring  for 
the  sick  as  well  as  guarding  the  health  of  our  future  citizens. 
Because  of  this  cooperation,  we  are  able  to  watch  and  to  guide 
the  babies  and  the  preschool  and  school  children.  Especially  do 
I  Avish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Dr.  Emerson,  the  teachers 
in  the  schools,  and  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Nursing 
Association.  It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  work  with  and  serve  this 
community.
